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Meet  Your  New  President

Hi,  1  am  Dave  Bailey,  and  I  look  forward  to  serving  you  as  President  of 
the  G.S.N.A.  For  those  of  you  who  do  not  know  me,  1  decided  that  1 
should  tell  you  a  little  about  my  numismatic  past. 

I  remember  the  very  first  day  that  I  started  to  collect  coins.  It  was 
November  1,  1954  and  I  was  eight  years  old.  The  day  before  was 
Halloween  and  I  was  counting  up  my  loot  (about  seventy-five  cents,  a 
good  haul  for  the  time),  and  1  started  to  notice  the  cents  in  a  different 
light.  I  remember  being  impressed  by  a  penny  dated  1919  with  an  S 
below,  and  1943  steel  cents.  1  was  hooked. 

My  parents  were  not  coin  collectors  as  such.  My  dad  had  an  old  large 
cent  in  about  good  condition  dated  1800.  1  was  amazed  that  there  could 
be  a  coin  that  old.  He  also  had  some  Indian  head  cents  an  a  few  liberty 
nickels.  My  mother  had  only  two  coins  in  her  collection  and  they  were 
both  gold  coins  that  she  had  won  for  academic  achievements.  The  five 
dollar  Indian  gold  especially  fascinated  me  as  this  was  the  time  that  I  was 
well  into  cowboys  and  Indians.  (I  still  have  these  coins,  and  have  fond 
memories  of  my  parents  whenever  I  look  at  them.) 

My  father  did  not  collect,  but  he  was  supportive  in  other  ways.  He  came 
home  with  a  gift  of  a  Whitman  cent  folder  so  that  I  had  a  place  to  put  my 
growing  collection  in.  He  would  also  lend  me  twenty  dollars  so  that  I 
could  go  to  neighborhood  banks  to  check  through  rolls.  Summer  days 
passed  quickly  with  the  expectation  than  a  ’09  SVDB  would  be  in  the 
very  next  roll.  As  I  grew  older,  I  expanded  to  nickels,  dimes,  quarters, 
and  a  few  silver  dollars  given  to  me  at  Christmas  by  my  grandfather.  I 
marveled  that  coins  from  the  1880’s  could  be  had  in  almost  brand  new 
mint  condition  for  face  value. 

High  school  saw  my  collection  growing.  I  was  very  proud  that  the  pages 
of  the  Whitman  folders  were  full  except  for  the  key  dates  such  as  the 
16D  dime.  Then  it  happened!  My  best  friend,  Wayne  and  I  were 
digging  in  a  field  when  we  discovered  and  old  copper  coin.  After 
cleaning  the  dirt  off  the  coin  we  could  read  the  legend  “Gilvemus 
Tertius.”  We  brought  it  to  a  local  dealer  who  was  puzzled  by  it  for  a  few 
minutes,  but  finally  announced  after  consulting  ‘Craig’  that  it  was  a 
British  coin  of  William  III  and  dated  1696.  He  dismissed  it  as  only 
worth  about  a  quarter  and  pointed  to  a  junk  box  labeled  foreign  coins,  10 
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cents  /  15  for  a  dollar.  My  numismatic  life  changed,  and  I  was  off  on  a 
new  direction.  My  first  dollar  purchase  included  British  coins  of  Queen 
Victoria,  King  George  III  and  a  George  II  Vi  penny  of  1732  -  the  year 
that  Washington  was  bom.  I  found  my  collecting  niche  -  foreign.  I 
collect  British  commonwealth,  French,  medals,  tokens,  and  ancients. 

This  was  a  perfect  transition  to  college.  Money  was  tight,  but  I  could 
swing  for  a  couple  of  dollars  at  the  junk  box.  I  went  to  St.  John’s 
University  in  Brooklyn,  and  there  I  met  my  future  wife  -  Fran.  Many  a 
date  was  spent  going  to  the  Chase  Manhattan  Money  Museum.  We 
would  marvel  at  the  coins,  and  then  go  to  check  out  the  stock  of  several 
dealers  in  midtown.  Sometimes  the  coins  were  so  enticing  that  we 
cancelled  dinner  out  and  returned  to  Fran’s  house  where  a  good  meal 
could  always  be  had  -  and  it  was  free! 

After  I  graduated  from  St.  John’s  I  started  my  career  as  a  teacher.  I 
incorporated  coins  in  my  classroom  as  a  teaching  tool  before  it  became 
an  official  ANA  program,  because  they  truly  are  “pieces  of  history  that 
you  can  hold  in  your  hand.”  I  ran  a  successful  school  coin  club  as  well. 
Every  now  and  then  I  still  see  former  club  members  and  talk  about  coins 
as  well  as  their  families.  I  also  joined  a  club  to  increase  the  pleasure  of 
sharing  coins  and  their  stories.  After  several  years  of  membership,  I  was 
honored  by  being  elected  President  of  the  Staten  Island  Coin  Club.  This 
was  one  of  several  local  coins  clubs  that  I  was  to  join  as  well  as  the 
ANA,  ANS  and  GSNA. 

I  often  attended  coins  shows  in  New  Jersey,  and  was  impressed  by  the 
friendly  atmosphere  of  the  Watchung  Hills  Coin  Club.  I  was  persuaded 
to  “cross  the  bridge”  and  joined  their  collector  family,  subsequently 
serving  four  years  as  President.  WHCC  led  me  to  the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Society,  an  organization  that  I  currently  serve  as  Vice- 
President.  I  am  also  proud  to  be  a  member  of  the  Ocean  County  Coin 
Club,  but,  unfortunately,  time  and  distance  prevent  me  from  being  as 
active  as  I  would  like. 

I  am  thrilled  to  serve  as  your  President,  and  to  have  the  opportunity  to 
give  back  to  a  hobby  that  I  love.  Feel  free  to  contact  me  to  share  your 
ideas,  advice  and  suggestions.

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Summer  Seminar  -  My  Best  Vacation  Yet!

I  just  came  back  after  two  weeks  of  fun  and  excitement  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association’s  Summer  Seminar  located  in  Colorado 
Springs,  Colorado.  It  was  the  most  incredible  time  1  ever  had  in  my  life. 

I  learned  several  things  out  of  both  of  the  courses  I  took  there,  met  a  lot 
of  people  that  I  had  heard  so  much  about,  and  got  to  see  some 
spectacular  sights  and  places.  I  will  start  from  the  beginning.  When  I 
got  to  Colorado,  there  was  a  reception  for  all  of  the  arrivals  along  with  a 
small  buffet.  After  1  got  settled  into  my  room,  1  went  to  dinner  at  the 
Womer  Center,  and  let  me  tell  you,  that  place  had  a  Mongolian  buffet,  a 
dessert  area,  a  large  salad  bar,  a  grill,  and  even  a  pizza  bar.  It  was 
amazing.  Then,  I  went  to  the  YN  orientation,  where  all  the  instructors, 
mentors,  and  students  met  and  introduced  themselves  to  everyone.  Then, 
on  Sunday  June  22nd,  I  went  to  the  first  day  of  my  first  class  “Collecting 
U.S.  Type  coins”.  My  instructors  in  the  first  class  were  Frank  Van 
Valen,  who  is  a  cataloguer  for  Stack’s  and  David  Lange,  who  works  for 
PCGS  (these  two  were  very  funny).  During  the  week  I  took  that  course, 
every  day,  we  looked  at  slides  for  about  half  the  class  for  each  type  of 
coin  made  and  then,  after  lunch,  we  would  actually  look  at  examples  of 
the  coins  that  we  had  just  learned  about  during  the  first  half  of  class.  I 
learned  the  different  characteristics  of  each  coin,  what  to  look  for  on 
each  coin,  and  which  type  and  year  of  each  coin  is  the  best  one  for  a  U.S. 
Type  set.  They  also  gave  a  couple  books  and  materials  to  each  of  the 
students  as  donations.  Also,  on  Sunday,  1  went  on  my  first  tour,  which 
was  the  Garden  of  the  Gods  and  Trading  Post  tour.  The  sandstone 
formations  were  incredible.  There  was  one  sandstone  formation  that 
looked  like  two  camels  were  kissing.  The  best  part  of  that  trip  was  they 
had  elongated  dime  and  penny  machines  and  great  fudge.  Since  our 
classes  started  at  9  a.m.  and  we  usually  finished  at  4  p.m,  it  left  time  for 
fun  trips  in  the  Colorado  Springs  area.  On  Monday  afternoon,  June  23rd, 
we  went  on  the  Pikes  Peak  Cog  Railway.  The  view  from  the  top  of 
Pike’s  Peak  is  absolutely  incredible,  even  though  it  was  kind  of  chilly 
and  it  was  also  snowing.  There  is  also  a  small  rest  area  and  gift  shop 
uptop,  where  they  are  well  known  for  their  doughnuts,  because  of  a 
special  recipe  for  the  high  altitude.  However,  when  I  went  up  there,  they 
had  sold  out  of  that  day’s  bunch  because  our  group  took  the  last  train  of 
the  day.  They  also  had  four  different  elongated  coin  machines,  and  I  got 
all  sixteen  of  them.  However,  I  made  the  mistake  of  wearing  shorts  up  to 
Pike’s  Peak,  which  had  snow  on  top  and  was  a  little  chilly.  On 
Wednesday  June  25th,  we  had  the  first  YN  Benefit  Auction,  and  I  was  on 
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the  Finance  Committee  as  one  of  the  cashiers.  We  raised  over  thirteen 
thousand  dollars  in  that  auction.  One  of  the  auction  lots  that  was  offered 
was  donated  by  Daniel  “Tiny”  Cross,  who  is  from  the  Ozark  Coin  Club. 
Tiny  is  like  a  modem  comedian;  he  is  so  hilarious.  His  auction  was  a 
pair  of  his  giant,  smelly  trousers  (which  really  didn’t  smell),  one  of  his 
giant  T-shirts,  his  big  hat,  with  a  giant  metal  clothespin  in  it,  and  a  set  of 
fake  teeth.  Whoever  bought  the  lot  had  to  choose  someone  to  wear  all 
that  stuff  at  the  banquet.  A  guy  at  the  auction  bought  the  lot  and  chose 
Sunny  Henry,  the  auctioneer  for  the  YN  Auction,  to  wear  it.  He  looked 
and  played  the  part  really  well  too.  On  Thursday,  June  26th,  1  went  to 
the  first  banquet  and  it  was  packed.  Everyone  attending  the  banquet 
received  a  commemorative  elongated  penny.  I  think  all  of  the  pennies 
used  were  old  ones,  but  I'm  not  sure.  Bill  Fivaz,  who  is  the  one  of  the 
author’s  of  the  Cherrypicker's  Guide  to  Error  Varieties,  won  the 
honorary  Doctorate  ol  Numismatics  degree,  for  his  work  with  the  ANA 
and  the  Summer  Seminar.  The  Colorado  Springs  coin  show  was  held  on 
June  27th,  28th.  and  29th.  It  was  in  a  really  big  building  and  there  were 
about  forty  or  fifty  dealers.  I  bought  a  few  things  and  I  got  a  lot  of  free 
folders  and  books.  There  was  even  a  guy  selling  stuffed  penguins  for  a 
dollar  each  and  1  bought  three  of  them.  My  second  course,  which  started 
on  June  29th,  was  “Introduction  to  Early  American  Copper  Coinage”. 
My  instructors  were  Steven  Carr  and  Doug  Bird,  both  of  whom  are 
members  of  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club  and  very  knowledgeable 
in  that  particular  area.  In  this  course,  I  learned  a  lot  of  things  that  I  didn’t 
know  about  early  copper  coins,  such  as  attributing  all  the  different 
varieties  of  each  one.  The  half-cents  and  large-cents  have  numerous 
varieties  and  it  was  fun  trying  to  figure  out  which  coin  was  which 
variety.  We  learned  about  the  different  grading  standard  including  EAC 
grading,  which  uses  terms  like  sudsy  and  average.  We  also  looked  at 
different  tools  that  are  used  to  clean  early  coppers  like  camel  hair 
brushes,  which  are  really  soft.  We  also  got  to  use  stereo  microscopes  to 
help  figure  out  grades  and  varieties,  and  I  had  never  used  one  before. 
They  also  gave  us  a  lot  of  free  material  and  books  to  help  us  leam  about 
coppers  in  the  future.
